SUCTION VIII 
os Peas ? VITAL STATISTICS 
On 27 August 1946, the Cabinet Bureeu of Statistics submitted to SCAP, 
its ee a vital stetistics. This was in comoliance with 
Part 1. of the Plan for Collecting Current Vital Statistics, which was 
spprovea by SCAPIN 975-A, on le April 1946, to become effective on 1 July 
1946, : 


There are approximately 11,000 local government offices which receive 


reports of birth, death, stillbirth, marriage and divorce in Japan. Part 


1. of the Plan provides for a monthly summary report by each local office 


of births, deaths and stillbirths by sex, and, in the case of deaths, a 


tabulation of deaths in two age groups; infants under one year, and all 
others, | : 

On the tenth of each month, the mayor of each city, or head of each 
ward, ics or village, forverds the monthly dasa te report, on standard 
forms provided by the Cabinet Bureau of Statistics by the twentieth of the 
month, This office compiles a monthly report for all declarations made in 
Japan during atid preceeding month, and submits a monthly report to SCAP, 


During July, 161,871 births were reported. In comparison to the last 


available figures for July of 1943, this represents a reduction of approxi~ 


mately 5 percent. On the other hend, there were 133,506 deaths reported, 
an increase of more than 30 percent. It is interesting to note that the 
number of deaths of infants under one year (11,977) declined 24 percent 
below the last available figure, which was for 1942, Stillbirths (7,245) 
decreased 14 percent below the last available figure in 1941. Marriages 
totalled 43,866, a decrease of more than 18 percent below the 1943 fizure. 
The number of divorces reported was 8,067. Monthly figures for recent 


years are not available, but in 1938, there were 3281 divorces reported, 


The 1946 figure therefore, is almost 146 percent greeter than that reported © 
eight years previously, the last available figure, not withstanding the 
fact that the population increase over that period was less than 5 per cents 

The figures reported for the month of July 1946 are provisional and 
represent what is reported during the month. The event need not neces~ 
sarily have taken place during the same month as the month represented 
by the report. However, the number of delayed registrations generally 
balances itself from month to month. ‘This would not be true for births oc- 
curring in December however, because the Jepanese practice of considering 
an infent as being one year old at the time of birth, would make an infent 
born on the last day of December, two years old on the first day of Jen- 
uary of the following year is frequently practiced. There is another 
reason for this practice, which is besed on the superstitious belief that 
a child born in the month of January is considered to lucky. 

Infant deaths in this monthly report are not based upon the Japanese 
practice of estimating age, but upon Burovean age. Therefore, they are 
comparable to figures used in American practice, 

Although the increase in deaths (°11 sges) may have been expected, 


it may also have been expected that the nunber of infant deaths would 
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rise, rather than decline sharply. It is true that the number of births 
have decreased, but the number of infant deaths decreased provortionately 
much more. It will be necessary to observe several monthly reports, before 
definite conclusions can be drawn on infan’s mortality. 

The decrease in the number of marriages from that recorded in 1943 is 
understandable, but the reason for the sharp increase in divorces is not 
clear, However, it is possible that current proposals to revise the marrige 
laws which may meke it possible for the wife to sue the husband for infi- 
delity, definitely concerns the practice of maintaining i uatbeae. Hus~ 
bends, in order to avoid such suits, may be obtaining divorces in antici~ 
pation of the passage of such laws. Most of the divorces at the present 


item are obtained by mutual consent and not by court ection.
